Account of the proceedings of the Organization Meeting 
of the Canadian National Committee for Mental Hygiene, 


held in the Chateau Laurier, Ottawa, April 26th,1916. 


When Dr. C, K. Clarke, Chairman of the Organizing Committe. 


took the Chair, he noted with satisfaction that sme fifty members 
of a Committee of less then one hundred had found it possible to 
attend the meeting. Dr. Clarke said that he had been engaged 

in psychiatric work for mare than twenty years, and he cons idered 
that the organization of this Committee marked the most distinct 
advance ever made in Canada in connection with the field of 
labour with which he had identified himself. Through the act- 
ivity of this Committee Dr, Clarke believed that great improve- 
ment would be made in the Dominion in dealing with the vexed 
problems of crime, prostitution, pauperism and unemployment - 
problems in which mental factors were of importance. He hoped 
that the Committee would also be able to do much in connection 


with military affairs and immigration. 


The Chairman then called upon the Secretary to report on 
the proceedings of the preliminary meeting held in Toronto in the 
home of Mrs. D. A, Dunlap, on February 26th,1918. In the course 
of his report Dr. Hincks read the list of individuals who had 


accepted membership on the Canadian National Committee. 


The Chairmen called upon Mr. Clifford W. Beers to explain 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the American National Committee 
for Mental Hygiene. Mr. Beers stated that the Constitution 


under which his Committee had operated was the result of ten 


&\ 


years’ study, and he believed that with a few minor changes it 
woulé be suitable for the Canadian National Committee . He 
then presented the revised Constitution recommended by the Or- 
ganizing Committee, 
It was moved by Mr. W. D. Gwynne, Toronto, and seconded 
by Mr. J. 0. McCarthy, Toronto, that the constitution and by- 
laws recommended by the Organizing Committee be adopted, that 
copies of the codument be mailed to all members of the National 
Committee or or before May 15th, and that a special meeting of 
the National Comnittee be called, if necessary, not later than 
June 15th to consider such suggestions as any member may send 
to the Chairman of the uxecutive Committee on or before May 30th; 
and be it further moved that the Executive Committee be and is 
hereby authorized to make such changes in the constitution and 
by-laws ag@ may be found necessary before May isth, on or tefore 
which date copies cf the document are to be mailed to all members 
of the Canadian National Committee for Mental Hygiene.

Wills, Hamilton - that this meeting by a stading vote express 
its apmreciation of the successful efforts of Dr. C. M. Hincks 
in his work as Secretary of the Organizing Committee of the 
Canadian Nationai Committe for Mental Hygiene. 

The President called upon Mr. Clifford W. Beers to address 
the meeting. Mr. Beers stated that the members of the (American) 
National Committee for memal hygiene were deeply interested in 
the Canadian Committee. The organization of this committee 
marks the first step towards internationalizing the mental hygiene 
movement. Mr. Beers sdd tha probably mental hygiene committees 
would be organized in England and France, and that communications 
had come from South Afrisa and Japan reldive to fforming committees 
in those countries, 

Mr., Beers then gave an outline of the work conducted by 
the Committee of which he is the Secretary. He gave interest- 
ing information with regard to surveys, and said that through 
such work improvement in the treatment and care of the insane 
had followed, He also spoke of the studies that are now being 
conducted at Sing Sing prison by the (American) National Com- 
mittee, and stated that investigations into the psychopathology 
of crime would probably have a far-reaching influence in reform- 
ing methods of treating criiminels. Mr. Beers referred to the 
work of the committee in connection with the problem of feeble- 


mindedness. He said thet they had been instrumental in estab- 


aay 

lishing a mental examination of drafted men into the American 

Army, anda that on account of this step 15,000 men had been re- 

jected because of mental and nervous disability. This would re~- 

sult in a saving of millions of dollars to the United States. 
Mr. Beers then thanked the Canadian Committee for the 

splendid reception he had received in Canada, and stated that 

he would carry away met pleasant memories of his visit. 


General Discussion: - 


Dr. Hincks spoke of the finmcial requirements of the 
Committee and said that ¢75,000. or a budget of $25,000 a year 
for three years, would be necessary to start the work, and that 
about $45,000. of this was available now, some of it having been 
subscribed in Montreal and Quebec, and $20,000. by a small group 


at an inaugural meeting neld in Toronto, 


Regarding the aims of the new organization, Dr. Hincks 
said much could be done in co-opsration with the military 
authorities, both in securing the stricter examination of men 
drafted for overseas and in the treatment of th@ e returning 
with nervous and mental disabilities. 

He spike of the need of the develonoment of a practicable 
method of debarring from this country mentally deficient and in- 
sane aliens, and of vniacing the assistance of the organization 
at the disposal of the Government for this purpose; of a campaign 
of education tosecure pcpilar support for Governments in the
